Foster of Chicago, presidential nom- 
inee of the Workers party, g»ve the 
first of three scheduled Minnesota 
addresses in Minneapolis last night. 


Speaking before a crowd in a local 


park.-Foster asserted "the Democ- 
racy we live under is a fake and a 
prctcn.se," and he invited his audi- 
ence to "join the Workers party and 
become a member of the interna- 
tional Communistic organization of 
the world on the eve of the great- 
est .revolution in history."

On Board U. S. S. Lawrence, Indian Harbor, 


Labrador, August 21.—(By the A. P.)—(Delayed). 
—Wireless advices received aboard the Lawrence 
this evening indicated the American army world 
fliers planned to continue on from Fredericksdal 
to Itagut on the west coast of Greenland tomprorw 
(Friday). From Itagut it was stated, the aviators 
expected to hop off Sunday for Indian Harbor. 


Reykjavik, Iceland, Aug. 22.—(9 p. m. Delayed).—The 


American Army World fliers have negotiated the hazardous 
hop from Iceland to Greenland, arriving safely tonight at 
Fredericksdal, their goal near Cape Farewell, on the southern 
tip of the Greenland Coast. 


Lieut. Lowell H. Smith, commander of the flight, landed 


at 6:10 p. m. and Lieut. Erick Nelson at 7:15 p. m. 


The airmen left here at 8:15 o'clock this morning. No 


word has been received as to the landing of the Italian avia- 
tor, Lieut. Locatelli, who accompanied them on the flight. 


Previously the Richmond, Reid, Billingsley and Barry 


had sighted them passing each ship on scheduled time and 
flying low so as to receive the benefit of the cushioning ef- 
fect of the water. 


Lieut. Locatelli, who had flown to Reykjavik from Pisa, 


Italy, in order to accompany Lieuts. Smith and Nelson, was 
using a faster plane than the Americans and in the early- 
stages of the flight had outdistanced his companions. 


A later dispatch from the Barry declared that the flash 


reporting the arrival at Fredericksdal of -Lieuts. Smith and 
Nelson did not mention the arrival of Lieut. Locatelli, who 
was accompanying them. 


Battling a dense fog over the last few miles of their 


perilous trip and feeling their way toward Fredericksdal 
with utmost caution, Lieuts. Smith and Nelson landed al- 
most an hour apart under conditions described by the Danish 
gun boat Island Falk, patrolling off Cape Farewell, as "ex- 
tremely dangerous."

Delayed).—^The 
American Army World fliers have negotiated the hazardous 
hop from Iceland to Greenland, arriving safely tonight at 
Fredericksdal, their goal near Cape Farewell, on the southern 
tip of the Greenland Coast. 
Lieut. Lowell H. Smith, commander of the flight, landed 
at 6:10 p. m. and Lieut. Erick Nelsoa at 7:15 p. m. 
The airmen left here at 8:15 o’clock this morning. 
No 
word has been received as to the landing of the Italian avia­ 
tor, Lieut. Locatelli, who accompanied them on the flight. 
Previously the Richmond, Reid, Billingsley and Barry 
had sighted them passing each ship on scheduled time and 
flying low so as to receive the beneñt of the cushioning ef­ 
fect of the water. 
Lieut. Locatelli, who had flown to Reyk.)avik from Pisa, 
Italy, in order to accompany Lieuts. Smith and Nelson, was 
using a faster plane than the Americans and in the early 
stages of the flight had outdistanced his companions. 
A later dispatch from the Barry declared that the flash 
reporting the arrival at Fredericksdal of Lieuts. Smith and 
Nelson did not mention the arrival of Lieut. Locatelli, who 
was accompanying them. 
Battling a dense fog over the last few miles of their 
perilous trip and feeling their way toward Fredericksdal 
with utmost caution, Lieuts. Smith and Nelson landed al­ 
most an hour apart under conditions described by the Danish 
gun boat Island Falk, patrolling off Cape Farewell, as “ex­ 
tremely dangerous.”

TO SUFFER CUT 
IN HIS SALARY 
To Be Cut in Half When He 
Retires From Army Sept. 
12, Officials Say 


Wfisliington, Aug. 
21i. — U n 1 o s s 
there should be a decision to the 
contrary, when (ieneral Pershing re­ 
tires from the army Sept. 12 his 
income will be cut more than half, 
officials close to the nation’s finan­ 
, ial controj said recently, in which 
case the General will receive $10,125 
annually, instead of his present pay 
of $1H.500 and allowances, a total 
,;f $21,500. 
' Tt has been assumed that when 
General Pershing retired he would 
receive full pay, possibly without 
the allowances, but it was stated in 
certain quarters that 
unless 
the 
Controller General makes a decision 
otherwise the (ieneral would receive 
on the retired list three-quarters of 
his active pay of $i;i.50n, without 
The allowances, which are granted to 
officers on the active list. 
In the 
.General's case these Teach $1,.500 
mnnually for heat and 
light and 
$(i,.ót)0 for quarters. 
- .\t'oy officers were inclined to be­ 
lieve there was authority under ex- 
risting law for continuing the Gen­ 
eral at full pay and present allow­ 
ances. but neither thees officers nor 
the Government officials would dis­ 
cuss the matter, preferring to wait 
nntil the issue actually rose. This 
would come about if the army fi­ 
nance officers approved vouchers for 
full pay and allowances after con­ 
sultation with the Judge Advocate 
General. The vouchers would then 
have to go to Controller General 
McCarl for his decision. 
At .Mr. 
McCurl’s office it was 'satd recently 
that 
the matter had not been 
brought up. 
Created by a Congressional act of 
June 1. 1888, the office of General 
of the army went out of existence 
On Aug. 5 of that year, the date of 
the death of General Philip H. .Sher­ 
idan, but it was revived by the act 
of Sept. ;t, 1919, passed to fit the 
case of General Pershing. The act 
Of 1919 provided that the General 
should have the “pay prescribed by 
¡Section 24 of the act of Congress 
approved July 15. 1870, and such al­ 
lowances as the President shall deem 
-pppropriute.’’ 
' In making tfie point that there 
was nothing in existing law making 
hny exception in favor of General 
iPershing for full active pay after 
retirement. Government officials re­ 
called that the War Department had 
¡proposed legislation 
which 
would 
have operated to retain the General 
on the active list, but Congress fail­ 


ed to pass it. If the bill had been 
passed. General Pershing's present 
official income would have been pre­ 
ferred, it was stated.

TO GET EARTH 
OVER RADIO? 
____ S 
Strange Group of Sounds 
Picked up at Point Grey 
Wireless Station 


Vancouver, B. C., Aug. 22.—Mys­ 
terious signals picked up by Point 
Grey wireless station here, during 
the last week culminated in a strange 
group of sounds, causing wireless c'X- 
perts here to wonder if the planet 
Mars is trying to establish commun­ 
ication with the earth. 
Four distinct groups of four dash­ 
es each came through the* ethe:^ to­ 
day, the operators stated. The sig­ 
nals, they said, were in no known 
code, starting on a low note and end­ 
ing with a "zipp” and that neither 
a spnrk nor a continuous wave 'was 


responsible for the sounds. 
C. W. Mellish and W. T. Burford, 
operators of long experience, state 
they have never previously encoun­ 
tered such messages. The puzzling 
signals cut in on their regular mes­ 
sages and every known method of 
getting rid of the disturbance was 
tried without success. 
“The fact that I distinctly got four 
groups of four dashes convinced me 
that some intelligible communica­ 
tion force was at work,” Burford said. 


LITTLE HOPE, JACOBY 
New York, Aug. 22.—There is lit­ 
tle hope that the question of whether 
.Mars Jifi inhabited will be answered 
next llatarday when the planet will 
be on its friendliest terms with the 
earth in 120 years. 
This is the opinion expressed by 
Harold Jacoby, professor of astron­ 
omy at Columbia University in an 
article published in the New York 
Evening Post. 
“Unfortunately,” he wrote, “it is 
not possible to hold out much hope 
that the question will be settled at 
last.’’ 
' 
Then he went on to argue that if 
Mars were inhabited “by living crea­ 
tures more or less resembling our- 
.selvcs; not necessarily in'physique 
and personal appearance that at least 
in the possession of intelligence,’’ 
they long since probably would have 
cstnblished communication with the 


cnrth. They would have succeeded in 
this, he believes, because of the Mar­ 
tians' superior intelligence due. to 
the far greater age of their planet, 
and as a consequence their race. 
It is the widely accepted opinion 
among astronomers that Mars is not 
inhabited by beings resembling earth 
humans, Prof. Jacoby declared.

WAR WEAPON

League of Nations Find no 
Need to Worry About It 


Paris, Aug. 22.—Poison gas holds 
all its old war terrors, but the buga­ 
boo of micrpbes is not an imminent 
danger, according to the report of 
the League of Nations subcommittee 
appointed by the temporary 
mixed 
commission for 
the 
reduct’on of 
armaments to consider the progress 
in chemical warfare so as to warn 
the world what war really means. 
The 
subcommittee, 
composed of 
Viscount Robert Cecil, Admiral Au­ 
brey femith, General De Mcriiiis and 
Colonel Reguin, drafted the report, 
which will be submitted at Geneva, 
but which was published here today. 
The report was based largely on 
detailed statements given the sub­ 
committee by the leading chemical 
experts of the world. They agree in 
general that microbes were too diffi­ 
cult to spread and that preventives 
wefe too adequate to make bacteriol­ 
ogical warfare a menace of the near 
future.

The experts form what is known as 
the committee of correspondence for 
industrial hygiene, and include spe­ 
cialists from Germany. Austria, Bel­ 
gium, France, Great Britain, Italy, 
Japan, Poland and Jugo-Slnviu.

The acceptance speech of Charles G. Dawes in his home 
cily of Evanston, Illinois, probably throws out a more clear 
cut Republican challenge with popular appeal than has been 
given to the people in any of the notification speeches. 
Using not a swear word, Mr. Dawes nevertheless was as 
emphatic as usual. 
He was blunt and direct. 
He struck at 
what he thought to be the vital issues of the campaign, and 
one gets the impression that he didn’t ask any politicians I 
about what he should say. either. 
' 
LaFollette is a radical and his great support lies with I 
the Socialists. Mr. Dawes declared. 
The Democrats are | 
straddling radicalism, and there lies in the situation the i 
possibility of “Bryanism” succeeding Coolidge policies. The ■ 
Republicans stand on the constitution, defend the existing! 
order of things — its label, as Mr. Dawes puts it, is “pro- ’ 
gressive conservatism.’ 
i 
Mr. Dawes sensed the political aspects of the fight 
although he is not a politician. He perhaps views the situ­ 
ation as one eastern writer who predicted Coolidge’s elec­ 
tion. 
The conservative forces will look at the Democratic 
ticket and see Bryan; the radical forces will look at the 
Democratic ticket and see Davis. 
The former will go to 
Coolidge and the latter to LaFollette. Mr. Dawes evidently 
wants to help this spirit along. 
President Coolidge appealed to the voters for a “common 
sense’’ government. 
Anyone who knows anything at all 
about the machinery of government will appreciate that the 
Pres'dent has not used an idle phrase, but has set a huge 
task before himself. 
Mr. Dawes pointed to the LaFollette program, demand­ 
ing public ownership of railroads, attacks on the court and 
constitution. 
He pointed to the telegram of Eugene Debs 
to the Socialist convention urging it indorse LaFollette, 
which the convention did. He sought to label Mr. LaFollette 
a “red,’’ a label which the Wisconsin senator has tried to 
avoid carrying. 
Mr. Dawes naturally can speak with some conviction of 
the merits of the Republican foreign policy. 
His “Dawes 
plan’’ represents the crux of this policy of friendly coopera­ 
tion in Euro;)ean affairs without entanglement. 
He would 
be entitled to jmai.se the Republican record of economy in 
the administration of governmental affairs, because his 
airectorship of the first budget pointed the way to an enorm­ 
ously reduced expenditure. He is right in assuming that the 
great bulk of the people affiliated with the Republican party 
believe in respect for the courts, safe-guarding the con.sti- 
tution, honesty in government, progressive changes as the 
world moves, and guarantees of the rights of the individual.

SWEDEN SEEKS 
TO RETAIN 
HER SUBJECTS 
»» 


Stockholm, 
Aug. 22.—It will 
be 
harder to become a citizen of Swe­ 
den, and easier to remain one after 
the beginning of next year, accord­ 
ing to a new law 
which has 
ju st 
been passed. 
The new citizenship regulation re­ 
quires five years’ residence, instead 
of three, for the naturalization of 
immigrants. 
According to the old 
law a Swedish woman lost her citi­ 
zenship upon marriage to a man who 
was not a Swedish citizen. 
But un­ 
der the new law such a married wo­ 
man retains her national allegiance 
to Sweden until she becomes n atu r­ 
alized under the laws of some other 
country: 
Under the old law Swedes residing 
abroad for a period of ten years au- 
tom atictlly lost 
théir 
citizenship, 
•even though they had not become na­ 
turalized in the country of residence. 
But under th e . new law a Swedish 
, 
citizen by hirth who has been domi- 
acting as always in my life, upon im-1 ciled in Sweden retains 'his political 


status wherever he resides unless he 
.should become naturalized in some 
other eountr.v. 
I’crsons whose .Swed­ 
ish riti'zenship has lapsed under the 
old law may have it renewed so us 
to eonie within the scope of the new 
law by n simple w ritten application 
to any Swedish consulate or legation.

you the extent that such a trade will

•cter. 
“Nothing gives a 
man a 
firm er 
hold on life, a feeling of sureness, 
than to know that no m atter what 
happens he will always be self-sup­ 
porting, an asset to society and not 
a liability. A trade gives a man this 
feeling, this knowledge that he can 
always go back to his trade if neces­ 
sary. 
“ Even though a man takes a col­ 
lege degree and enters one of the 
professions it is still an added bul­ 
wark in his battle with life to know 
th a t 
he has his trade to fall back 
on should occasion w arrant. 
This is 
particularly true today, with 
plas­ 
terers receiving 
$25 a day 
while 
graduates of many of the professions 
receive $150 or $200 a month. 
“One of the things we insist on 
a t Overloi^k Farm, where we feed, 
clothe and educate over two hundred 
and eighty homeless, abandoned and 
wayward boys, is 
that 
each 
and 
every one of them learn at least one 
trade. 
“At the present time we have been 
somewhat handicapped on account of 
finances, but still have managed to 
install and equip a broom factory, 
carpenter shop, shoe shop, bakery 
and cannery where the boys may take 
their choice of these trades. 
In the 
sum mer months we, of course also 
teach gardening, farming and

culture. 
“L ater on we hope to be able to 
offer every boy his choice of twenty
